Wakayama et al. teach it is old and well knonw in the art of 
rotatable cutting blade for hard material to incorporate irregularities to help prevent blade slippage issues. Wakayama et al teach it is old 
and well known in the art to to incorporate irregularities to the blade regardless of its intended use. Scribing is a form of cutting. With 
regards to why it would be obvious to try different irregularities, it is old and well known that irregularities prevent blade slippage but if a 
specific shape/size works well with glass it may not work as well with plastic or metal. One of ordinary skill in the art would most definitely 
alter the size/shape to experiment and detemine what would be the best specific shape/size irregularity that works best with a specific 
intended use.. 
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
